the nations. The Convention give 
thanks that the work of their 
hands has prospered. The cloud 
of war which hung over Burmah 
and Siam has been dissipated. 
The spirit of persecution has re- 
tired to such a distance as to have 
become scarcely visible. Ejigh- 
teen Burmans have been baptized 
into the death of Christ. The 
whole of the New Testament is 
translated into their language, 
and an edition of the work about 
‘o be issued. Circumstances have 
occurred, which inspire the hope, 
that the Emperor will look on 
the mission without sentiments 
of displeasure, and that Burmah, 
at no distant period, shall be the 
Lord’s. They give thanks unto 
God for his blessing on the mis- 
sion stations in the forests of 
the west. Considerable sums of 
money have necessarily been 
expended ; buildings of various 
descriptions have been erected, 
and are rising; and nearly 200 In- 
dian children are looking to the 
Board for food and clothing, and 
instruction. Many have learned 
to read and write with facility, 
and have made a proficiency in 
scripture knowledge, which fills 
oecasional visiters with surprise. 
Two or three of the chiefs are 
solemnly inquiring the way to 
heaven, and several of the youth, 
it is believed, are converted to 
God. Additional plans for use- 
fulness are under consideration. 
The missions in the east have 
sustained a loss in the decease of 
the Rev. Mr. Colman and Mrs. 
Price. Obscure, however, as these 
dispensations show themselves, 
they are under the control of infi- 
nite wisdom and mercy, and will 
hereafter glorify the providence 








of Him who is “ his own inter- 
preter.” It is expected that two 
well recommended brethren will 
soon leave their native land, and 
enter on missionary service in 
Burmah or Arracan. The health 
vf Mrs. Judson is gradually im- 
proving. She hopes to be able 
soon to return to her excellent 


/companion, and enter on the ser- 


vice of training up the female 
children in Burmah im the nur- 
ture and admonition of the Lord. 

The Convention find pleasure 
in stating to you, that their anti- 
cipations were fully equalled on 
visiting the College edifice, near 
the City Washington, which, 
having been raised under their 
associated relations, becomes an 
object of their affectionate regard. 
The debt remaining on the build- 
ing, and on the houses of the pro- 
fessors, is comparatively small. 
When the monies already sub- 
scribed towards it shall be paid, 
it will vanish. Much will, how- 
ever, be wanted to meet the ex- 
penses on account of pious bene- 
ficiaries. The trustees are ex- 
pecting to receive, in the course 
of the year, a very valuable philo- 
sophical and chemical apparatus, 
together with a number of books, 
which will raise the present libra- 
ry to a point of desirable respec- 
tability. For these latter acces- 
sions to its property and conve- 
nience, they acknowledge the 
debt of gratitude which they owe 
to Professor Woops, who, with 
dignified zeal and unwearied toils, 
has devoted his visit to Europe to 
the promotion of the best inte- 
rests of the Columbian College. 
They owe also a debt of thankful- 
ness to their indefatigable Agent, 
the Rev. Mr. Ricr, whose atten- 
tion to missionary and collegiate 
concerns, has been steady and 
uniform, and who has obtained 
for the Convention a printing 
office, together with its furniture. 
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and two good dwelling houses, 
which he has procured by the 
Monies voted as a compensation 
for his services for several years 
past, and by the personal favours 
which, from generous individuals, 
he has had the pleasure of receiv- 
ing. Such wiil never ultimately 
suffer as wait for their recom- 
pense until the resurrection of the 
yust. 

You will find, in the following 
pages, a full and faithful exhibi- 
tion of receipts and expenditures. 
‘ihe treasury of the Convention 
has been diminished by unavoid- 
able drafts, yet has it not failed. 
Supplied by the subscriptions, do- 
nations, and bequests of the 
friends of Zion, it has retained a 
fulness of resource equal to mis- 
sionary demands. The silver and 
the gold are the Lord’s. The 
hearts of his people are under the 
influence of his benevolent sway;

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REPORT OF THE BOARD TO THE CONVENTION. 


Tue Board of Managers have 
the pleasure of addressing the 
Convention, on the general state 
of events, which, during the last 
three years, have marked their 
consultations and endeavours. 

As might reasonably have been 
expected, much has occurred, 
which calls for humiliation and 
sorrow; but they are happy in 
Stating, that still more has arisen 
in the progress of the govern- 
ment of the Lord Jesus, which 
furnishes occasion for exultation 
and praise. The Board has rea- 
son to believe, that, if in some 
sections of our country, the mis- 
sionary spirit has languished, the 
deficiency has resulted from the 
absence of exterior excitement ; 
from the want of more compre- 
hensive ideas, as to the fields and 
advantages of missionary « {forts 
or from the influence of nlstaken 
apprehensions of the duty and 
honours of the disciples of Christ. 
They persuade themselves that 
bi dt the hand has been closed, 
and the resources of Christian 
benevolence have appeared as 
streams in autumn, that the grand 
principles of love to the Redeem- 
er, and benevolent desires for the 
salvation of millions that are pe- 
rishing in their crimes, and de- 
graded by their superstitious fol- 
lies, still remain. Nothing more 
is needed, than, with wisdom and 
affection. to bring these princi- 
ples into virtuous operation. 

Many of. the mission societies 
are flourishing, and generous in- 
dividuals are, by their self-de- 
nying exertions; or by their mu- 
nificent bequests, supplying abun- 
dant proof that they live unto the 
Lord--that they die unto the Lord. 

In reviewing the several mis- 
sion stations, Burmah, the re- 








gion which first engaged the 
pious sympathies, and the reso- 
lute efforts, of the Convention and 
its Board, solicits consideration. 
The providence of God distinctly 
pointed to this region as the pri- 
mary circle in which the spirit 
of missions,-among the Baptist 
denominatign, should shed _ its 
infuence. Succeeded with the 
blessing of the Lord of the har- 
vest. the Convention has not la- 
boured in vain. Animated by 
that living flame, which no ideas 
of difficulty and distance can ren- 
der obscure, the hopes of the 
friends of Christ have been real- 
ized, and their fervent and united 
supplications answered. Perse- 
cution was apprehended 3 but the 
storm has been restrained. Con- 
versions to God, were, by some, 
considered as visionary; yet 
eighteen Burmans have been bap- 
tized in the name of the Father, 
the Son, and the Holy Ghost! A 
church has been formed, its na- 
tive members have, in general, 
maintained the firmness of a rock 
in their holy profession; inquir- 
ers are increasing; and it is be- 
lieved that the mission there was 
never in a higher state of pros- 
perity, or opened before the ex- 
pectations of the Board a scene 
more encouraging. The New 
T estament, there is reason to be- 
lieve, in the Burman language, 
has been completed, by the un- 
wearled effort and discriminating 
talent of brother Judson. The 
health of Mrs. Judson is improv- 
ing. It is devoutly hoped, from 
the good offices of the Emperor 
of Burmah,. exercised towards 
your missionaries, that the time 
is not distant, if it have not al- 
ready arrived, when the religion 
of Jesus shall be taught in Bur- 
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mah, without the dread of the in- 
hibitions of royalty, the availing 
resentments of the priesthood, or 
the anxieties which interrupt and 
enfeeble popular inquiry. Your 
Board long and pray for the sea- 
son, when the** golden feet,” 

swift no more to shed blood, shall 
be “shod with the preparation of 
the gospel of peace.”” Our mis- 
sionary, brother Hough, has re- | 
sumed his labours in the evange- | 





lizing and printing departments, 
and it is hoped will prove a valu- 
able assistant at Rangoon. The 
interruption of missionary endea- 
vours among the Arrakanese, oc-| 
casioned by the decease of the | 
amiable and persevering Colman, |

his mourning widow to Calcutta, 
it is expected, will not continue 
long. The Rev. Mr. Fink, a wor- 
thy brother from the Serampore | 
mission, is now engaged in that | 
section of Christian service, and | 
the Board are satisfied that it! 
will be quite acceptable to the | 
brethren at Serampore, that. 
American exertions should min- 
gle with their own. 

The first impressions, attempt- 
edin the name of the Lord, by 
brother M‘Coy, on the 
condition of the Indians, took 
place ata station, not so far west 
as Fort Wayne. Several consi- | 
derations induced the Board to 
wish his removal to the late site 
of the mission, and considerations 
of a similar character have 
prompted them to instruct him to 
settle in Michigan, in the very 
heart of the nation of the Puta- 
wottomies. At this station build- 
ings are rising, and the Indians, 
by their fervent requests and libe- 
ral contributions, are inviting the 
continuance of Mr. M‘Coy among 
them. It is expected a new sta- 
tion, in the course of a few months, 
will be established amoung the 
Ottowas. Mr. Johnston Ly- 
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kins is a valuable assistant to 
Mr. M‘Coy; and it is expected 
that the Rev. Peter Thurston will 
soon enter into these western la- 
bours. The Board are still im- 
pressed with the conviction, that 
it becomes the friends of missions 
to pray to the Lord of the har- 
vest to send forth more labourers 
into this portion of the whitening 
fields. 

The mission planted at the 
Valley Towns, under the care ot 
the Rev. Mr. Posey,—and now 
under the more immediate super- 
intendence of the Rev. Mr. Ro- 
berts, is quite in a flourishing 
condition. The pupils are nume- 
rous ; among whom are several, 
who appear to be serious believ- 
ers inthe Lord Jesus Christ. A 
spirit of solemn inquiry evidently 
gains ground. The worship of 
God is attended with seriousness. 
Among the inquirers are seve- 
ral chiefs. An accession was 
made to that mission in the fail 
of 1821, of three families and 
three persons in single life—-the 
whole number twenty-six. They 
live happily with each other, and 
encourage each other’s hands in 
the work of the Lord. 

At its last meeting the Con- 
vention instructed the Board to 
co-operate with their brethren 
of the United Associations in 
Georgia, for the purpose of es- 
tablishing a mission among the 
Creek Indians. This they have 
cheerfully done. They have vot- 
ed $3,000, to be drawn for in six 
drafts, at 60 days distant, during 
the present year. The intelli- 
gence which they have received 
from the Rev. Mr. Mercer, Pow- 
elton, Georgia, is truly encou- 
raging. The mission is under 
the superintendence of a brother, 
highly approved and recommend- 
ed by them, of the name of Com- 
pere. It is certain that this, and 
our other stations, will derive 
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considerable assistance from the 
government of the United States. 

The Board are impressed with 
a conviction that it is their duty 
to widen the scope of their exer- 
tions as much as in their power ; 
but must refer it to the Conven- 
tion to ascertain in what direc- 
tion this important design may 
best be accomplished—and at the 
same time solicit their energies in 
reviving the spirit of missions 
throughout the Union, by such 
arguments and measures, as their 
wisdom and piety may suggest. 

The minutes of this Board will 
show that itis their wish to as- 
sist their brethren of New-York 
state, engaged in the mission 
among the Oneida Indians, to the 
utmost of their power. An ap- 
plication from those brethren, for 
$500, the Board has the pleasure 
of submitting to the Convention. 

The Columbian College in the 
District of Columbia, will offer to 
the Convention a full statement 
of its present important and pro- 
mising condition. It is unneces- 
sary to say more than that when 
the Board and the Trustees of the 
College have found an _ inter- 
change of counsels and endea- 
yours necessary, a very pleasing 
degree of harmony has subsisted. 
The same harmony has pervaded 
the meetings of the Board itself. 
Its members have often been filled 
with anxious cares, as well as 
with causes for joy. They have en- 
deavoured, as they trust, to dis- 
charge the duties assigned them, 
in the fear of the Lord, and with 
an eye directed to the honour of 
the Messiah, and the salvation of 
thousands. Their doings are pre- 
sented foryourinspection. They 
shall feel happy, if, in addition 
to the testimony of their own 
consciences, they find that their 
measures are approved by the 
Convention, and especially by 
Him whose favour is life !

LETTER FROM THE AGENT. 


Washington, D.C. 30th April, 1823, 
DEAR SIR, 

IMMEDIATELY after the annual 
meeting of the Board of Mana- 
gers a year ago, it became neces- 
sary for me to make a hasty trip 
to Richmond and to Philadelphia, 
to adjust some pecuniary matters; 
soon after which I visited Rich- 
mond again, and had the pleasure 
of being present at the General 
Meeting of Correspondence of 
Virginia, and at a meeting of the 
Managers of the Richmond Mis- 
sionary Society. Considerable 
zeal in the cause of the gospel 
was manifested, and a tendency 
to revive more and more the 
missionary spirit. I returned to 
Washington, and arrangements 
were made for the departure of 
Professor Woods for Europe, 
Professor Staughton having pre- 
viously gone. ; 

The annual report and annual 
circular to the Mission and Edu- 
cation societies and associations 
having been issued, I made an 
excursion through Virginia and 
North Carolina. About the first 
of August met at Raleigh with 
the North Carolina General Meet- 
ing of Correspondence, and Mis- 
sionary Society. A great revival 
of religion was prevailing in that 
region, and a manifest reviva! 
also of the missionary spirit. 

After spending some time in 
Virginia, in the mission and edu- 
cation business, visiting associa- 
tions, &c. I passed on to the 
north, and proceeded as far as 
Augusta in Maine. Since return- 
ing from that tour, my time has 
been chiefly employed here. In 
meeting with two of the mission- 
ary societies in Philadelphia,— 








others, in this place and neigh- 
‘ bourhood ;—and from all that I 











being present at the formation of 
| female Judson societies, and 
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have seen and heard,the year 
past, the impression has_ been 
made on my mind that the mis- 
sionary spirit is certainly reviv- 
ing extensively. This, the meet- 
ing of the General Convention, 
and the measures which will pro- 
bably be adopted by that body, 
will, it is to be hoped, increase 
and strengthen. 

The concerns of the Columbian 
College have necessarily engaged 
a large portion of my attention. 
The success, however, has sur- 
passed, by far, what was contem- 
plated at the last meeting of the 
Convention. Little was it then 
expected, that, by the time of cha 
present meeting, about sixty stu- 
dents should be found in the in- 
stitution, and a junior class half 
way through its year. Great ex- 
ertions have been requisite in the 
financial department, and great 
difficulties have been encounter- 
ed; but the good hand of the| 
Lord has been signally manifest 
and favourable. 

In the purchase of the ground, 
the erection of buildings, furni- 
ture, out-buildings, fencings, dis- 
counts on foreign bills, and inte- 
reston loans, &c. about $70,000 | 
have been employed. Of this | 
there remains an amount of debt 
against the concern of about 
$30,000. To meet the existing 
obligations, upwards of $20,000 
have already been entered in sub- 
scriptions, over and above what 
has been collected; and notes to 
the amount of about $5,000 are 
in hand. Already the pay of the 
students about equals the cost of 
the faculty ; and a purchase of |) 
stock to the amount of $7,500 | 
has been made, on the ground of 
those subscriptions which have 
been entered, and partly collected, | 
for professorships. 

It has been believed that this 
College would be found in no 
small degree subservient to the! 














cause of missions. One material 
defect in the missionary opera- 
tions of the Baptists of this coun- 
try, has arisen from the want of 
suitable missionaries. From what 
appears in this institution al- 
ready, as well as in those in New 
York and Maine, there is reason 
to hope that this deficiency will, 
at no distant period, be amply 
supplied. 

Another point, in relation to 
which a very considerable advan- 
tage will be secured by arrange- 
ments that can now be made, 
above what has existed hereto- 
fore, will be found in the circum- 
stances of the Corresponding Se- 
cretary. It is proposed, that an 
arrangement shall be made be- 
tween the Convention and Trus- 
tees of the College, to this effect, 
viz: that the Corresponding Sec- 
retary shail have one entire day in 
each week, say Monday, for the 
exclusive purposes of the Con- 
vention, wholly abstracted from 
College engagements, and devo- 
ted to missionary concerns. Also, 
connected with the Faculty of the 
College, and brethren in the City 
and District, and neighbour- 
hood, a sufficient number may 
be appointed, competent to ma- 
nage the missionary concerns, 
having as much time for this bu- 
siness as can be supposed to be- 
long to any portion of our breth- 
ren, in any part of the United 
States ; and there will be found so 
many so near together, that it is 
| believed it will not hereafter be 
| necessary, as heretofore has been 
‘the case, to expend about two 
hundred dollars annually, in pay- 
ing for the traveiling expenses of 
members of the Board to attend 
the annual meetings of the Mana- 


vers. 
| It appears to me that it would 
be a beneficial arrangement to 
have all the receipts by the Trea- 
surer of the Convention published 
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monthly in the Latter Day Lumi- 
nary, and aiso in the American 
Baptist Magazine ; and that the 
Agent be required to make actual 
returns and remittances of all 
monies collected by him on be- 
half of the Convention, to the 
Treasurer, at least quarterly. 
The Latter Day Luminary and 


the Columbian Star are gaining |, 


in circulation, and bid fair to be- 
come sources of profit to the Con- 
vention. Connected with the Co- 
lumbian printing office are two 
gvod dwelling houses. These; in- 
eluding the furniture of the 
office, and all the premises con- 
nected with the same, are worth 
about 10,000 dollars. This pro- 
perty [have been abie to secure 
for the Convention by appropriat- 
ing to the purchase of it all the 
avails of compensation to me for 
services, and all personal dona- 
tions, for years. This property it 
is my purpose to deed to the Con- 
vention without delay. 

Aithough encompassed with 
infirmities and imperfections, I 
have endeavoured to apply the 
feeble talents allotted me by the 
great Arbiter of all things, faith- 
fully and diligently to the objects 
of my appointment. For innume- 
rable instances of kindness from 
my friends and the public, and 
for the continued and abundant 
mercies of the Lord, I would fain 
express the gratitude which I 
ought to feel.

The circumstances which gave 
rise to the College in its present 
form, and under the name which 
it bears, together with our pro- 
ceedings in relation to it, have 
been regularly communicated to 
your Board, till within the last 
year. Since the last report te 
your Board, the Faculty has un- 
dergone some change. The Hon. 
Josiah Meigs, Professor of Ex- 
perimental Philosophy, for rea- 
sons entirely disconnected with 
his relation to the College, was 
induced to resign. This measure, 
reluctantly adopted by him, would 
not have prevented his perform- 
ing the services which he had so 
generously proffered to the Col- 
lege, had his life been preserved ; 
but it pleased God, soon after his 
resignation, to remove him by 
death. In his decease, this insti- 
tution has lost a zealous advocate 
and valuabie friend, and literature 
and science are bereft of one of 
their brightest ornaments. 

Elijah R. Craven, M. D. has 
} been elected Professor of Botany ; 
and he has generously proffered 
a course of lectures on this branch 
el philosophy, to be delivered

Agreeably to arrangements 
made before the last report, Pro- 
tessors Woods and Staughton 
embarked for Europe last year; 
the latter in May, and the former 
in June. We have been happy to 
learn that they were kindly re- 
ceived by gentlemen of the high- 
est character, both for learning 
and rank, in England; and that 
the object of their mission is in a 
train of accomplishment, equal to 
the most sanguine expectations 
of the Board, and with the pro- 
mise of signal benefit to the insti- 
tution. The services which Pro- 
fessor Woods rendered to the 
College before his embarcation, 
were highly meritorious; and the 
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faithfulness and assiduity of his 
exertions since his arrival in Eu- 
rope, meet the cordial approba- 
tion of the Board, and entitle him 
to the grateful esteem of every 
friend of the College. 

In the election of members to 
the Faculty, we were aware that 
great prudence and deliberation 
were necessary; and we are hap- 
py in the conviction, that the 
same Divine hand which has 
reared this institution, guided us 
in our choice. It is but justice to 
state, that they have all hitherto 
justified the confidence reposed 
in them; and we confidently be- 
lieve that they would_be an honour 
and a blessing to any college, in 
America or in Europe. 

The Board have established a 
department in the College, which 
they hope soon to see organized, 
denominated the “ General Philo- 
sophical Department and Reposi- 
tory,” for the purpose of philo- 
sophical research, and for the ac- 
cumulation of such specimens 
and materials as may constitute a 
philosophical museum. 

A library for the College is 
commenced, and at present con- 
sists of upwards of two thousand 
volumes. It yet requires great 
additions to render it commensu- 
rate with its object of utility. 

A complete Philosophical and 
Chemical Apparatus, procured 
by Professor Woods in England, 
is expected to be received by the 
ist of September next. 

To secure to the Convention 
the controlling power over the 
destinies of this College, the pre- 
mises are so conveyed to the 
Board, that if it shall so happen, 
within a thousand years, that 
more than one-third of the Trus- 
tees shall be other than those no- 
minated by. the Convention, pro- 
vided the Convention shall fur- 








nish a nomination of fifty persons 
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triennially, before the first Mon- | 
day in May, that the whole pro- | 


perty shall pass over to the Con- 
vention in fee simple. 

The College opened with the 
Theological Department on the 
first Wednesday in September, 
1821, and the Classical Depart- 


ment, on the second Wednesday | 


in January, 1822. The whole 
number of students at the open- 
ing of the Classical Department 


was 30. The whole number in| 
October last was 46. The present | 


number is 59, viz.: 4 pursuing 


theological studies only, junior | 
class 4,sophomore class 16, fresh- | 


man class 13, preparatory stu- 
dents 22. The number of theolo- 


gical licentiates is 17; of whom, 
13 are pursuing classical studies, | 


viz.: in.the junior class 3, sopho- 
more 2, freshman 3, preparato- 
ry 5. 

Circumstances required an ex- 
penditure, more rapid than the 
:nflux of funds, to accomplish the 
undertaking of the Board, with- 
out sustaining great: loss; by 
means of which a considerable 
debt is incurred. The precise 
state of the funds cannot be now 
ascertained, on account of the 
multiplicity of the Treasurer’s la- 
bours, which have rendered it im- 
possible for him to bring up his 
accounts to the present date. It 
is certain, however, that it will 
not essentially vary from the fol- 
lowing estimate. The amount of 
expenditures, for land, College 
edifice, out buildings, professors’ 
houses, and College furniture, is 
about $70,000. The amount of 
debt is nearly $30,000. The 
amount of uncollected subscrip- 
tions is upwards of $20,000. 
There are due to the Treasurer 
in notes, about $5,000. The 
Treasurer has made an invest- 
ment in bank stock of $7,500. 
And the amount due from the 











Board of the Conrention to the! 
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College,on account of theological 
beneficiaries, is about $6,000. If 
all these claims were collected, 
there would be quite a sufficiency 
on hand to liquidate all claims 
against the College. The tuition 
money from the students already 
in the College, is sufficient to 
meet the salaries of the present 
acting Faculty; but the success- 
ful career of the institution, im- 
periously requires that the Presi- 
dent of the College shall be set- 
tled and permanently located with 
it, at as early a day as practica- 
ble. We are, moreover, confident 
in the belief, that the additional 
celebrity which his name and ser- 
vices will give to the College, will 
produce an increase of resources, 
by the multiplication of students, 
and the more rapid progress of 
the institution, more than equal 
to the amount of his compensa- 
tion. Under these convictions, 
the Trustees feel no hesitation in 
assuming the responsibility of 
providing for him an adequate 
support, whenever he shall deem. 
it proper to accede to their 
wishes. 

The time bemg at hand when 
the law of ineorporation requires 
an election for Trustees, the 
Board have directed the election 
to be holden at the College, at 1° 
o’clock, M. on Monday the 5th 
inst. and appointed Enoch Rey- 
nolds, Esq. the Rev. Dr. Baldwin, 
and the Rev. Mr. Semple, to su- 
perintend the same, to examine 
and determine upon the qualifica- 
tions of electors, agreeably to the 
law of the College in relation to 
that subject; to record the names 
of the contributors whe shall vote; 
to declare the result of the elec- 
tion; and to certify the same to 
each member who shall be elect- 
ed. They have also appointed the 
next meeting of the Board to be 
held at the College, on Monday, 
the Sth inst, at ¢0’clock. P. M. a: 
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which time and place the newly 
elected Board will assemble and 
organize. 

During the time we have had 
the honour to act in this Board, it 
has been our endeavour to ascer- 
tain the wishes of the Convention 
and its Board ; and to fulfil them 
with promptness, has been the ob- 
ject of our earnest solicitude. The 
favour of the Lord has uniformly 
attended us; and in our delibera- 
tions not one circumstance has 


occurred to disturb our perfect 


harmony, even for a single mo-

ment. The prayers of the saints 
have been heard on behalf of this 
seminary ; and the tokens of di- 
vine goodness, already experienc- 
ed, inspire an unshaken confi- 
dence, that the God of redeeming 
mercy has ordained it a lasting 
fountain of useful knowledge, a 
nursery of evangelical piety, and 
a monument of praise to his all- 
glorious name.

For all that attention, alike discrimi- 
nating, just, and generous, which your | 
condescension has paid to several of | 
our rising’ institutions, we beg your ac- | 
ceptance of our sincere acknowledg- | 
ments. You are waited upon, sir, by a | 
denomination of Christians, to whom ra- 
tional freedom is dear as “the current | 
of the soul;” whose ecclesiastical go- 
vernment is interwoven with its dic- 
tates ; and whose ardent desires and en- 
deavours embrace the victories of pa- 
triotism and piety, from the Potomac to 
the ends of the earth.

THE CHARTER. 
The Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, 


To whom these presents shall come, 
Greeting: Know ye, That a num- 
ber of individuals, citizens of the Com- 
monwealth of Pennsylvania, and their as- 
sociates, having formed themselves in- 
to a religious society, by the name, 
style, and title of “the General Conven- 
tion of the Baptist Denomination in the 
United States for Foreign Missions, 
and other important objects relating to 
the Redeemer’s kingdom,” with a view 
of promoting religion and learning, and 
being desirous of acquiring and enjoying 
the powers and immunities of a corpo- 
ration and body politic in law, it is 
hereby declared, that the said Conven- 
tion and their successors be, and they 
are hereby created, one body politic 
andcorporate in law, by the name 
style, and title of “the General Co: 
vention of the Baptist denomination in 
the United States for Foreign Mis- 
sions, and other important objects re- 
Mating to the Redeemer’s kingdom, ’ 
to have perpetual succession, and to be 
ble to sue and be sued, to plead and 








be impleaded, in all courts of record, or 
elsewhere, and to purchase, receive, 
have, hold, and enjoy, to them and to 
their successors, any messuages, lands, 
tenements, and hereditaments, money, 
stock, gvods, und chattels, of what- 
soever nature, kind, or quality, real, 
personal, and mixed, by gift, grant, 
bargain, sale, conveyance, assurance, 
will, devise, or bequest of any person 
or persons whatsoever; and the same 
from time to time to sell, alien, and 
dispose of ; and also tomake and have a 
common seal, and the same to break, 
alter, and renew, at their pleasure; and 
also to ordain, establish, and put in exe- 
cution, such by-laws, ordinances, and 
regulations, as to them shall appear ne- 
cessary and convenient for determining 
the mode of succession, and for the 
government of said corporation, not 
being contrary to the laws and consti- 
tution of the United States, or of this 
State; and generally to do alland sin- 
gular the matters and things which to 
them so incorporated, may or shall ap- 
pertain to do. Provided always, that 
the clear yearly value, income, inter- 
est, or dividend of the said messuages, 
lands, tenements, hereditaments, stuck, 
money, goods and chattels, shall not 
exceed in the whole, the sum of five hun- 
dred pounds.

Wr, the delegates from missionary 
societies, and other religious bodies of 
the Baptist denomination, in various 
parts of the United States, met in Con- 
vention, in the city of Philadelphia, for 
the purpose of carrying into effect the 
benevolent intentions of our consti- 
tuents, by organizing a plan for elicit- 
ing, combining, and directing the ener- 
gies of the whole denomination, in one 
sacred effort, for sending the glad tid- 
ings of salvation to the heathen, and to 
nations destitute of pure gospel light, 
and for the purpose of educating pious 
young men, called to the ministry, ve 
AGREE to the following rules or funda- 
mental principles, viz. 

Article I. This body shall be styled, 
|“ The General: Convention of the Bap-

The brethren appointed to inquire 
into the state of the Mission at Burmah, 
and of the station at Coxe’s Bazar, in 
Arracan, also to confer with Mrs. Jud- 
son, beg leave to report: 


I. .4as to Burmah. 


i. The committee’ rejoice in the ge- 
neral prosperity of the Burman Mission ; 
particularly in that the spirit of persecu- 


| tion, notwithstanding previous discou- 


rageiments, has not been permitted to 
exterminate, or even materially to mo- 
lest the mission-—in that 18 Burmans 
have been baptized in the name of the 
Lord Jesus, on a profession of repent- 
ance and faith, and a regula church 
formed at Rangoon; and in that the 
translation of the New Testament, by 
brother Judson, has, they have reason 
to belicye, been completed. 

2. Impressed with a conviction of the 
importance of obtaining, if passible, the 
toleration of Christianity in Burmah, 
your committee are pleased with the 
visit made. by brethren Judson and 
Colman to the Emperor, though the re- 
sult was unsuccessful ; and also with the 
conduct of brother Judson in accompa- 
nying brother Price to Ava, when, in 
|| cansequence of his skill as a physician, 
|| ke was directed to go thither; they im- 
| dulge the hope that a physician may 
| assist the efforts of a Christian minister,

Our missionaries, L. Carey, and C. 
Teage, having sailed under the patron- 
age of the Colonization Society, as well 
as of this Convention, have necessarily 


lonists, in endeavouring to effect a per- 
manent settlement on the coast of 
Africa This object, we hope, is accom- 
plished. Your committee are pleased 
with the information received relative 
particularly to L. Carey, and believe 
he well deserves the confidence of his 
patrons here.

Mission at Tuchabachee, report: 

Ist. That this mission, which is now 
only in its infancy, promises to grow up 
inte strength and usefulness. Our bro- 
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ther, the Rev. Lee Compere, the su- 
perintendent of the mission, with his 
farnily, consisting of his wife, three little 
children, his sister, and a young man 
named Simons,-in the character of 
teacher, removed from Georgia to the 
station, about five weeksago, A con- 
tract had been previously made by lim, 
with suitable persous, for the erec- 
fion of such buildings as are necessary. 
And the probability. is, that, at the 
present time, the operations of the 
school, and other useful depart- 
ments of the mission, have been com- 
menced. We are happy in being able 
to say, that the Georgia, the Ocmul- 
gece, and the Ebenezer associations, un- 
der the title of “ The Co-operating As- 
yociations,” have aided liberally in es- 
tablishing this mission ; having advanc- 
ed one thousand dollars, and intending 
to contimie their supports, under the 
direction of the Board of the General 
Convention.

’. About 80 acres of land, under a tole- 
rable good fence, well adapted for 
Indian corn, but too low for winter 
grain. The crop from the farm last 
year, amounted to about 3,000 bushels 
of corn, besides oats, flax, and some 
rye. 

3. The stock consists of 6 horses, 4 
wagons, 1 yoke of oxen, 11 cows, 
23 young cattle, and 70 swine. 


4. Pupils.—There are 65 scholars on 
the list. The full breed come 
and go. 

““You have 40 or 50 pupils at the 
Valley Towns, the most of whom can 
read the word of God with considerable 
fluency. Their conduct is generally 
good, both in the school and out. They 
seem to have lost their native wiidness ; 
they are kind and affectionate to all the 


family, and to one another; they are | 


very attentive to the preaching of the 
gospel, and some of them, we hope, 
are on their way to Zion.” 


This being appended to the original 
report, the whole was approved and 
adopted. 


Five letters from Indian chiefs, and 
pupils of the Cherokee Mission at the 
Valley Towns, addressed to the Presi- 
dent of the Convention, were read; on 
which

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Resolved, That the Convention have 
heard, with much satisfaction, the let- 
ters from the Indians and Indian 
children of the Valley Towns ; and that 
the Corresponding Secretary be re- 
quested to prepare an answer or an- 
swers, to be signed by the President 
and himself, on behalf of the Conven- 
tion. 


The Rev. Thomas Roberts, Mis- 
sionary at the Valley Towns, being pre- 
sent, was requested to state the situa- 
tion and prospects of that mission, as 
respects the numberand progress of the 
pupils, the disposition of the natives, 
the frequency and manner of dispensing 
religious instruction, &c. This was 
done by Mr. R. to the great satisfaction 
of the Convention :—on which, 


Resolved, That Mr. Roberts be re- 
quested to draw up a statement, em- 
bodying the information this day com- 
municated, for publication in the mi- 
nutes, 


Mr. Roberts, in conformity with this 
resolution, presented the following : 


In compliance with the request of the 
Convention, to commit to writing the 
verbal statement made by me, before 
your venerable body, -of the mode of 
instruction, &c. pursued at the Indian 
school located at the Valley Towns, 
Cherokee nation, it may be stated, that 
—Inthe morning, at sunrise, the horn is 
blown for worship, when ali the chil- 
dren, with as many of the mission fami- 
ly as can conveniently, assemble at the 
school house. A portion of the word of 
God is read, and a hymn is sung, in 
which the greatest part of the Indian 
children join. One of the brethren ad- 
dresses the throne, and the meeting is 
dismissed. 

Every child that can read commits to 
memory 6 verses every morning, which 
are recited at the opening of the school; 
and all that is thus committed through 
the week, is said over again at Sunday 
school, and various questions asked 
from the chapter, which, in general, are 
answered by the children with under- 
standing ; so much so that strangers, 
who occasionally visit the place, are 
astonished at the scriptural knowledge 
which these children of the woods have 
acquired. The school is conducted on 
the Lancasterian system, as recommend- 
ed by the United States’ government. 

The conduct of the scholars is mild 
and respectful, and their progress in 
learning exceeds the most sanguine ex 
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pectations of their friends. There are , 
now at the school from 40 to 50, who can | 
read the word of God with facility. Ma- |; 
niy of them write well, and have made 
considerable advance in figures. 

The evening worship is conducted in 
the following manner. Ist. A chapter is 
read from the Old Testament, and ex- 
plained to the understanding of the 
children, by referring them to the fulfil- 
ment of the types and prophecies, in thes! 
person, life, and death of our blessed | 
Saviour. This method of instruction has 
had a very food effect in exciting their | 
attention to the word of ‘Cruth. They 
search the scriptures, as under the full 
conviction that they indeed are words of || 
eternal life.

Jo- | 
seph’s river, and about 25 or 30 miles | 
distant from the place where the river | 
empties itself into Lake Michigan. | 
Buildings are erecting there, on a high | 
point of land, affording a commanding | 
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prospect of a prairie and an excellen: 

2} acres are Jaid out 
on the north side for a garden, and 59 


‘acres of the prairie for a corn field, 


The school house, capable of being en- 
larged as necessity may require, is 26 
feet by 20. The number of pupils,

36. Many more were expected in afew 
: days. . 


3. That brother M‘Coy has gone to 
the Grand River, encouraged by the 
government and by Governor Cass, for 
the purpose of establishing a station, 


_which promises to be of high import- 
-ance to the temporal and perpetual 


welfare of the Ottawas. 

4. That several brethren’ that had 
been appointed by the Board to assist 
brother M‘Coy, particularly brethren 
Hill, Clyde, aud Jackson, have left the 
mission; but personal considerations, 
and not any kind of dissatisfaction with 
the condition and government of the 
mission, are candidly assigned as the 
reason of their retirement. In one in- 
stance complaints have been made ; into 
the correctness or impropriety of 
which, they recommend the Board to 
institute a full inquiry. 

5. That the Board have appointed a 
well recommended brother, Peter 
Thurston, to unite with brother M‘Coy, 
in his numerous labours. A brother of 
the name of Johnston Lykins, whom 
Mr. M‘Coy has recently baptized, ap- 
pears to be a very valuable accession to 
the Carey Station, being actively and 
acceptably engaged in the tuition of 
the Indian children. 

6. That your committee are of opi- 


niorm that the stations under the care of 


brother M‘Coy, are highly important 
ones; and cannot suppress their wishes 
that brethren may be found, of the right 
stamp of character, who will be willing 
to go out and assist in the benevolen‘ 
and promising duties which those sta- 
tions demand.

losophical department and repository, 
for the purpose of philosophical discus- 
sion and research, and the accumula- 
tion of whatever may contribute tothe 
constituting of a most valuable and en- 
larged museum, meets the decided ap- 
probation of the Convention. 

They were also gratified to learn that 
there is a prospect of their very valua- 
ble and extensive philosophical and 
chemical apparatus being received from 
London, by the beginning of next 
term, as appears by the following letter 
from Professor Woods to the President 
of the Board, and by him communicated. 


Londun, February 25, 1823. 

On Saturday last, we passed in re- 
view the several articles of the philoso- 
phical and chemical apparatus. Our 
ambassador, Mr. Rush, appeared tobe 
much gratified. He said, the collection 
was more extensive than he had anti- 
cipated : he hoped and expected much 
from the College to our country. The 
Rev. Mr. Cox, of Hackney, also attend- 
ed, and expressed his gratification. Dr. 
Gregory, of Woolwich, has promised to 
give me his first leisure day, when we 
shall again review the instruments. 
The charges for them all will be suffi- 
ciently high. But I cannot pick them 
up here and there, at reduced prices, 
as I can books. I had to order them 
made specially for the purpose. I have 
laid out £200 (sterling,) for valuable 
standard books. I must, also, reserve 
somethmg to be expended for books, 
and other articles, in Paris. 

I have received, in money, some- 
thing more than one thousand pounds, 
sterling, and perhaps two hundred vo- 
lumes of books. 

The apparatus will be ready for 
shipping, in three weeks ; and, after 
that, I think I shall ship it, together 
with the books on hand, by the first 
vessel for Philadelphia, taking the pre- 
caution to get them insured.
